SAVING OF LABOR ON THE FARM 
UNDER WAR TIME CONDITIONS 


SUGGESTIONS FOR PLANNING THE WORK AHEAD 


Proper Rotation of Crops, Performing the Work of the Farm at 
Definite Periods, and Cultivating a Spirit of Co-Operation in 
The Neighborhood, Will Help Solve the Problem 


Economy of labor may be practis: | size of machinery he can handle 


ed all the year round on the farm, 
for even in winter there is much re- 
pair work that can be done to advan- 
tage. The problem of fitting in the 
different operations to avoid conges- 
tion at any time is thoroughly  dis- 
cussed in a circular issued from the 
University of Illinois. A summary 
of the circular is as follows: 

The problem during the war is that 
the now already overworked farmer 
must produce more, with less and 
poorer quality of help. Hence we 
must seek the solution of the prob- 
lem from the following sources: 

1, In the more even distribution of 
labor throughout the growing seasou 
by means oi a good rotation of crops. 

2. The equipping of every farm la- 
borer, with enough horse power and 
with the size and type of machine-y 
that will enable him to do the great- 
est possible amount of work. 

3. The planning of all the farm 
work so that every operation that is 
not definitely fixed as to time or sea- 
gon may be fitted in between the 
busiest periods when every minute 
may be of special importance in pro- 
ducing or saving a crop. 

4. The Peacticeof letting live stock 
harvest crops and feed thenisclves so 
far as is practicable. 

5. The use of a careful follow-up 
system to help in planning an@ exc- 
cuting the work from week to week 
and from day to day. 

The labor required to produce 
practically all farm crops is required 
at a relatively short period, hence we 
should select crops and so arrange 
them in the rotation that certain 
operations which must be performed 
may not conflict with certain opera- 
tions in the production of other crops. 
For instance, wherever possible, win- 
ter wheat should be included in the 
rotation, becauce the seeding time is 
in the fall when no other work is 
urgent and the harvest also comes 
before the harvest of the spring 
grain. 

One-fifth to one-fourth of the acre- 
age of a farm should consist of some 
legume—first, from the standpoint of 
fertility, and, second, from the stand- 
point of labor. 

The amount of labor that can be 
perorraed by one man_ depends 
rgely on the number of horses and

One man can often do 
the work of two by driving one an 
leading a team attached to another 
machine, Farmers should not hesi- 
tate to buy large-type machinery be- 
cause of high prices. The time sav- 
ed by the use of large machinery has 
also doubled>in value. Furthermore, 
the question of increasing food pro- 
duction should be given a preference 
over the question of profit. 

In order that a farmer may reap 
the best results from his labors, a 
large part of the farm work must be 
performed at definite periods. There- 
fore, such work as has no definite 
time, such as repairing machinery, 
fences, tools and hauling manure, 
should not be allowed to interfere 
with planting, caring and harvesting 
of crops, All farmers practise this 
arrangement of work to a certain ex- 
tent, but none have reached the stage 
where no more improvement is pos- 
sible. 

The practice of letting live stock 
harvest crops should be more exten- 
sively used. This applies particularly 
to the growing of hogs on forage, | 
and finally putting on the finish ‘in 
the corn field, ft has been proved! 
that a more profitable in for. the 
feed consumed can be made this way 
then by hand feeding methods. The 
practice of grazing cattle on legumes 
should be more common, hoth from 
the standpoint of labor and that of 
restoring fertility. 

In order to use labor to best ad- 
vantage, work must be carefully 
planned ahead, ‘The chief advantage 
of a carefully made plan at the be- 
ginning of the year, and a follow-up 
system to keep tab on the work from 
day to day, is that it keeps before 
the operator the things that need to 
be done. This will help him in de- 
ciding which needs to be done first! 
and in fitting the various jobs to- 
gether in such a way that the great- 
est amount of work may be done 
with the time and energy available. 

Odd jobs, if neglected, become fix- 
ed work after a time; and every such 
miscellaneous job that has been neg- 
lected on rainy days means practically 
a waste of time if done at a time 
when every hour is of greatest im- 
portance in producing or saving a 
crop, 

A shortage of farm labor will still 
exist in wartimes even by practising 
the strictest economy. To supply this 
shortage we must draw from other 
sources. Many retired fariners, even 
if physically unfit for hard labor, will 
be valuable in directing unskilled la- 
bor, and practically are skilled men 
in managing farms and handling ma- 
chinery. The rush season on the 
farm is invariably the dull season for 
merchants in the small towns, Here 
is an opportunity for the merchant 
to be of real service to the farmer by 
allowing some of his help to supply 
the labor shortage on the farm at this 
time, Here is an opportunity for the 
merchant to become an associate of 
the farmer rather than a rival, 

It is up to the farmer to use the 
high school boy as much as possible 
even though he isn’t the cheapest and 
most satisfactory kind of help. The 
inexperienced boy of today is the 
skilled farm hand of tomorrow. Thus, 
by employing boys of the town we 


accomplish two purposes, ; 


supplying the present needs and sup- 
plying trained help for the future. 
City boys carefully selected and care- 
fully trained will make very satisfac- 
tory farm hands, 

Many industries that have no direct 
bearing on production will, as the war 
continues, be more and more cur- 
tailed, and men engaged in these in- 
dustries will do well both by them- 
selves and their country to get into 
some productive industry as soon as 
possible. 

The present wage of the farm hand 
compares favorably with other occu- 
pations, and that, will do much to- 
wards supplying the shortage of 
farm help. This shortage has been 
a most troublesome problem ever 
since the war began and becomes in- 
creasingly serious. No one knew how 
we would get through the season of 
1917, but American farmers harvest- 
ed the biggest crop on record, In 1918 
they have duplicated that perform- 
ance, In 1919 they can again be 
counted on to solve the problem in 
some manner,

Airmen Blow Up Bridge 


Or Their Brutality Pilot Attracted Guard’s Attention 


Germans Expected Outbreaks on 


Part of Bruges Population 


An inspection of numerous Ger- 
man posters in Belgium discloses 
that wherever the death penalty tor 
otfenses by civilians was exacted no 
Signature was attached. It is there- 
fore concluded that no German com- 
mander was willing to take an indi- 
vidual responsibility for such orders, 
possibly tearing consequences in the 


future, 

This was especially the case in 
Bruges. In addition to the visible 
evidence it was testified to by M, 
Echevin, one of the aldermen, who 
attended the execution of Captain 
Fryatt, the master of the British 


steamer Brussels, as the representa- 
tive of the city. The alderman said 
Capt. Fryatt bravely looked straight 
at his firing squad. An hour after his 
execution an order that he be not 
shot arrived from Germany, The 
alderman said t] at between 15,000 and 
20,000 marks monthly. were collected 
froin citizens of Bruges as fines, 

Food conditions during the Ger- 
man occupation, M. kchevin con- 
tinued, were not bad, because the 
district is an agricultural one. There 
was no looting in the city before the 
Germans left. But there was no use 
for looting, for everything desired 
by the Germans previously had been 
requisitioned, even pianos, pictures 
and frying pans. The last company 
leaving the town destroyed every- 
thing the men could reach. They 
even went down the streets breaking 
windows with their rifle butts. 

On Oct. 1, according to the alder- 
man, the Germans apparently feared 


While Observer Started 
Fuse 


A British aviator, Capt. Paul Bow- 
sher, describing the destruction of a 
railway bridge behind the German 
lines, writes: 

“A twoseater airplane was de- 
tailed for the work. After a study ot 
the map showing the neighborhood 
of the bridge, the two airmen flew 
on a moonlight night across. the 
German lines until they arrived at 
the river over which the railway line 
passed. The pilot throttled the en- 
gine, swept down to the ground and 
landed in a field near a wood where 
the observer jumped out. The pilot 
put on the engine and climbed into 
the air again, while the observer ran 
into the wood and began to creep 
‘quietly through it to thé river. He 
arrived on the bank of the river a 
few hundred yards from the bridge. 

“Wading waist deep in the water, 
he began to walk. along as quietly 
as he could in the shadow of the 
bank toward the bridge. Meanwhile 
while the pilot was attracting the at- 
ention of two guards stationed at 
the bridge flying around and around 
a few hundred yards above it and 
firing his machine gun at it, a 
loaded troop train which was about 
© pass stopped, and the men crowd- 
ed to the windows to sce what was 
happening. The airman dropped a 
couple of bombs near the train. The 
observer/'who had been creeping un- 
noticed up to the bridge was 
underneath it, feverishly prying out 
a brick from one of the arches, At 
last he got it out and put in its place 
a strong explosive charge. Above

The Germans removed all the 
brass from the city, even the hat 
racks from the famous Cafe Mille- 
oolomes, Prince Adalbert, a son 
of Emperor William frequently 
dined here. Adalbert, finding the 
place crowded with German officers 
at one time is reported to have said 
to his companions in English, “Let’s 
go to some other place; this is 
crowded with boches.” 


— Industry is Delayed 


Lack of Steel Holds Back Building 
of Ships 


An Ottawa report states that in 
the early months of last spring, upon 
plans evolved by Hon, C, C, Ballan- 
tyne, minister of marine and of the 
naval service, the government enter- 
ed upon an ambitious project of 
shipbuilding, designed for the imme- 
diate future, to help supply the war 
time deficiency in tonnage, but also, 
to lay the basis of a permanent mer- 
cantile marine industry. 

Standard plans were drawn up, 
yards established, contracts awarded 
and keels laid. Considerable progress 
has been made, but, while there will 
be no variation in the plan, a situa- 
tion has now been reached where the 
industry in several yards is scriously 
delayed for lack of steel. The supply 
has to come from the United States, 
and it is not coming to the extent of 
the allotment arranged for. 

At the very inception of the pro- 
gram steps were taken to secure the 
requisite supply of steel plates till 
the Ist of July next. The allotment 
comprised about 80,000 tons, and the 
department proceeded to develop its 
plans upon such lines, Now at sev- 
eral of the ) rds, work is seriously 
impeded for want of plates. The de- 


liveries are very much short of the 
proportion that is due. 

The reason assigned for the de- 
layed deliveries — and it is well 
understood here—is that the de- 


mands upon the American steel pro- 
duction are enormous and beyond 
expectations, owing to the greatly 
enlarged war plans and the conée- 
quental increased requirements of the 
army of the States and the allies, 
The situation has improved some- 
what of late, but the operations are 
held back very considerably owing 
a the conditions which have develop- 
ed.

DAMAGE TO ALLIED COUNTRIES 


ONLY WAY TO MAKE AMENDS FOR WRONGS DONE 


The New York Outlook Suggests s Line of Action That Might 
Be Taken in Order to Secure Reparation for Some of the 
Loss Through the Ravages of the Enemy 


It is just that Germany repair, as 
far as mone 
she has inflicted upon France and 
Belgium, Her obligation to furnish 
such reparation is explicitly recogniz- 
ed by the Hague convention which 
she tag signed, and in the case of 
Belgium by the statement made by 
the German prime minister to the 
Reichstag at the opening of the war. 

It is just that she give to the allies 
from her ports a ship.for every one 
which she has lawlessly sunk at sea, 

lt is just that the cost of this re- 
paration be made to fall as far as 
possible on the individuals in Ger- 
many who are responsible for the 
conduct of the war rather than on 
the common people who have been 
coerced or deluded into giving it their 
support. 

Therefore it would be just_to take 
possession of Germany as Germany 
took possession of Belgium, and con- 


now {fiscate the property of the war lords 


including the kaiser, confiscate the 
Krupp works and all other munition 
factories, confiscate the landed pro- 
perty of the Junker class without 
whose support the war would not 
and could not have been maintained, 
and use the proceeds of these con- 
fiscations in paying the damages duc 
to Belgium and France. 

It would be just to split the great 
estates into small holdings and sell 
them to peasants on some adequate 
security that thev would occupy and 
cultivate them. This would be just 
because such a peasant occupation of 
the land would be the best practical 
guarantee against militarism in the 
future. 

It would be just to dismantle-the 
forts, reduce the fleet, and do what- 
ever-igs necessary in the disorgan- 
ization or reorganization of the army 
to give reasonable assurance that it 
would not and could not be again 
used in a war of conquest. 

It would be just to bring to trial 
and condign ptinishment any who, in 
violation of the laws of war and of 
the explicit convention of the Hague 
signed by Germany, have beg guilty 
of the crime of murder. 

In short, it would be just to put 
Germany in the hands of a receiver 
who would pay its just debts to 
France and Belgium and in the hands 
of a guardian who would provide pro- 
tection for the German people and 
their neighbors from the madmen 
who have bankrupted their Father- 
lapd and brought upon the civilized 
world this unparalleled tragedy.

Ancient Brick Making 


Art First Known in the District of 
Ninevah 


The British forces in Mesopotamia 
are gradually pushing the way 
northward merits 2 the valley -of the 
Tigris towards Mosul, the site of an- 
cient Nineveh. Many scholare affirm 
in was in this district that the art of 
brick making had its birth Be that 
as it may, the people of this ancient 
land still make their bricks in the 
most primitive manner, just as the 
Assyrians and Babylonions did in 
the days of old. 

They are fashioned of clay and 
dried or baked in the sun. There one 
can see factories-on the banks of the 
Tigris, near Mosul. On the ground 
can be seen rows of recently fash- 
ioned bricks, left to dry and harded 
in the tropical “sun, These Eastern 
builders take the clay and moisten it 
with water until it becomes workable, 
and is of the consistency of thick 
paste, It is then placed in a wooden 
ee without top or bottom, so that 


a uniform size may be obtained. The 
period of drying varies, but twenty 
to twenty-five days is generally suffi- 
cient. The bricks are then quite hard 
and can be used, Such building ma- 
terial would not stand frost, but in 
the warm atmosphere of the East 
they last many years,

Nish Hasa Long 
And Varied History 


Was Turkish Military Station for 
300 Years 


Among Serbian cities the little 
town of Nish, which has just been 
recaptured by the Serbians is only 
surpassed in strategic importance by 
the capital of the country, Belgrade.

and remained for more than 
years, one of the most important 
Turkish military stations on the road 
between Hungary and  Constanti- 
nople. » 

Once a Turkish possession, Nish, 
like the surrounding country, exper- 
ienced the full brunt of the well-nigh 
perennial state of war which existed 
between Turkey and Austria, It 
changed hands twice, but the Aus- 
trians could never hold it for long; 
and when the Sérbians at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth century, hav- 
ing successfully risen against their 
Ottonian oppressors and swept them 
from the country, made strong ef- 
fort to capture Nish, they were re- 
pulsed with great loss. It was not 
until the Russo-Turkish war in 1877 
that the city finally came into the 
hands of the Serbians. By the treaty 
of Berlin in 1878 Serbia was con- 
firmed in its possession. 

To what extent the little town has 
suffered by the Austrian occupation, 
it is impossible to say. In the early 
days of. the war, before the Aus- 
trians actually captured the city, its 
accommodation was sadly overtaxed 
by the tremendous influx from Bel- 
grade, Nozless than 30,000 people 
fled before the Austrian advance and 
settled in Nish or its neighborhood. 
Fifty visitors would have severly ov- 
ertaxed the hotel accommodations of 
the Nish of those days and the effect 
of an invasion of 30,000 may be bet-

“] wish to congratulate you on the 
remarkable results in. spruce and fir 
production, as shown by the August 
and September output figures, and 
to thank the board.and its represen- 
tatives in British Columbia, Major 
Taylor, for the energetic and able 
manner in which they responded to 
our call of a year ago for assistance,” 

This cable is supplemented by the 
following one from the controller of 
timber supplies: 

“We are much-obliged for your 
minute of the first instant with refer- 
ence to production of aeroplane 
spruce and fir in British Columbia. 

“A shipment of practically 4,500,- 
000 fect. of spruce and 1,500,000 feet 
of fir, making a total of 6,000,000 teer 
during the four weeks ending Sep- 
tember 28, was a notable perform- 
ance. 

“To have increased production to 
this extent is a great achievement on 
the part of Major Taylor. This in-

How, the McGill Lahctitarios Pre- 
pare Men for Practical Work 
in the Shop

use of the thermo-lynamiuc laboratory, 
boiler room and power house tor the 
steam enginctimg students, - 

‘Lhe advantages accruing from the 
tise of the above have been inesti- 
imable, ‘Lhe pian is to piace men in 
these various laboratories and shops 
for a poruon o1 their course, where 
they will receive a thorough ground- 
ing along theoretical and ;ractical 
lines, ihis will enable them,  al- 
though only students, when tney are 
cent out to industries, to carry on as 
usetul men in concerns which have to 
pay dividends. 

As a pracucal instance of this, the 
case might be cited of a inan who, 
previous to enlistment, had been an 
electric wireman by trade, his chiet 
occupation being the Stringing of wire 
on the streets. He returnéa to Can- 
ada with a compound ‘iracture of the 
lett arm, and when his case came up 
tor re-education he stated that he 
wished to become an electrical fore- 
jman. He spent six months in the 
electrical laboratory ut Mcuill, where 
tor three days in the week he re- 
ceived practical and theorctical — in- 
struction, During the remaining two 
and a half days ue worked out prob- 
lems in the draughting room, which 
were set lor him by the instructor, 
during laboratory periods. In_ this 
manner Ye received a thorough theo- 
retical training as well as practical 
work on the various machines in the 
laboratory. The remaiming two 
months of his course he spent as as- 
sistant to the foreman in the electri- 
cal departinent of a ledding industrial 
concern in Montreal. On the 'com- 
pletion of his course he was given 
entire charge of ihe electrical plant 
as representative of this same con 
cern in another town, and is making 
good. Incidentally. he is earning 

double the wages which he did — be- 
fore enlistment. 

In order to make the matter quite 
clear another illustration might be 
given, that of a French-Canadian w ho 
previous to the war had becn engag- 
ed as a teamster. He returned to 
Canada and during his convalescence 
learned to read and write. He was 
still convalescing when hg entered 
the machine shop at McGill, There 
he spent four months, and after re- 
ceiving his discharge preferred to go 
to work ather than to take un a re- 
education course. He went to a large 
industrial concern in Montreal as a 
machinist’s .elper. He was soon 
promoted to a machine of his own, 
and after he had been there a very 
few months was made a sub-foreman. 
He is now foreman in another of the 
shops and earning xplendid wages 
and attributes his success to the 
grounding he received in the machine 
shop at McGill University. 

Thus it may be seen that the sys- 
tem of utilizing these shops applies 
not only to industrial re-education 
cases, but also to cases of occupa- 
tional therapy. 

It should be noted that the science 
faculty did everything in its power to 
arrange its classes in such a way that 
the department might make the ful- 
lest use not only of its laboratories 
and shops but also of its instructors. 


Hun Batteries Lying in Wait 


When British Made Reconnaissance 
of Belgian Coast German 
Ships Opened Fire 


The operations on the Belgian 
coast are described in a thrilling nar- 
ratuve issued by the admiralty, There 
had come a rumor from up the coast 
that the Germans had removed the 
heavy batteries with which the coast 
was armed, but in the afternoon, 
when a reconnaissance was made at 
the head of West Deep, mile after 
mile of big guns awoke and blazed 
at the slowly crawling screen of 
smoke in which the ships had massed 
themselves, 

Shells of all calibres, from six to 
eleven inch, roared out from the 
coast, and plunged into or burst 
upon the sea and spat leaping foun- 
tains of water. Only one burst was 
near enough to a ship to drop frag- 
ments aboard her, and between the 
spouts the smoke-making motor 
launches, cach dragging a swelling 
tail of vapor behind it, moved unhur- 
riedly, the men leaning from the rails 
with landing nets, scooping up fish 
killed by the explosions. 

In the evening it was the turn of 
the coastal motor boats, the smallest 
of all. Their function was to pay 4 
visit to Zeebrugge, where the old 
cross-channel boat, Brussels, was re- 
ported lying, and sink her where she 
lay. The boats, working up to speed, 
SWIINg 10s nd in a curve that had the 
point of the Mole with the .light- 
house and searchlight for its centre, 
and drove in toward the beach at 
Heyse, just cast of Zecbrugge. 

At 700 yards the bulk of the Brus- 
sels was visible, clear enough against 
the Mole in the moonlight, with its 
two funnels standing against a big 
storeshed, The airplanes had ceased 
flare dropping. and were bombard- 
ing, and to this accompaniment the 
first torpedoes were fired. The sec- 
ond torpedoes were then let go at 
400 yards, and the boats, bearing 
away seaward, heard and saw the 
bursts of three of them,

Huns Unable to Transport Munitions

Englishmen Preter’ the New Zealand 
Product 


The way in which the cost of cer- 
tain articles is affected by wages and 
transportation is well illustrated in 
the case of butter required for im- 
portation into British Columbia, It 
is reported that-it is cheaper to sup- 
ply the Pacific coast trade in Britisn 
Columbia and much of the demand 
of the Prairie Provinces as well with 
butter from New Zealand than from 
Montreal. The cost of cold storag- 
ing Eastern Canada’s June and July 
butter for winter shipments to the 
Canadian West offsets the duty from 
New Zealand, while the-ocean freight 
to Vancouver is less than the rai! 
charges from Montreal to the west. | 
Moreover, New Zealand’s butter ar-| 
rives in Canada through the medium | 
of suitable refrigerating tempcra- 
tures in the storage rooms of the big 
ocean freighters, in a delicious “fresh 
grass” butter taste, 

“New (Aoaland, ” says a recent ob-!} 
server, “is a small colony, but it is 
very » English in its tastes and cus- 
toms. We have heard that societ 
there is managed after the British 
pattern, and the table servings and 
colonial appetites are quite as patri- 
otically loyal, They have marmalades 
and preserves and puddings in New 
Zealand, whereas the Canadian cats 
canned fruit and pie. Accordingly, 
li.e his British forbears, the New 
Zealander abhors much salt in _ his 
butter. 

“IT have never been able to under- 
stand the Englishman’s dislike for 
seasoning in his food. The French 
live just across the channel and sea- 
soning is_with them a fine art, Per- 
haps the damp sea air has something 
to do with it. It is said that in many 
localities in England the cattle do 
not have to,be salted; they get all the 
salt they require ready served in the 
pasture, 

_“Be that as it may, the English- 
man, when he comes out by the tens 
of thousands into Western Canada, 
brings his national tastes with him, 
and decidedly prefers New Zealand 
butter to ours because~of its fresh- 
ness. So altogether, with the sweet 
quality ofthe product of our little 
colonial sister and her firm footing, 
throu-': ‘oceafl rates, in our market, 
and the sturdy backing given her by 
the Many British who are within our 
gates, the New Zealanders have en- 
tirely set the standard for Canadian 
butter, and they have set it fresh. 

“Time and again I hear Ontario 
people complain about our creamery 
butter being so saltless — they’ will 
hunt up home dairy butter any time 
in preference to the creamery on that 
account. But there is no use. The 
New Zealander has commanded, “No 
salt—or very little of it.” So we may 
as well come to time and learn to 
like butter the way we must havc it.”

“An Historical Seal 


Was Used to Sign Declaration of 
Independence by Washington 

It will come as 4 surprise to most 
persons to- learn that the seal used 
by George Washington when signing 
the Declaration of Independence in 
1776 is not in the archives at Wash- 
ington. When the cpoch-making doc- 
ument was signed, Washington used 
his’ own private seal, the matrix of 
which is of onyx, and on it engraved 
an eagle, After adding his signature, 
as a matter of course, Washington 
retained the seal, probably thinking 
little or nothing of its historic value 
At his death, having no children, the 
jseal passed, cither by bequest or in 
the ordinary way. of succession, to his 
adopted dauchter, who in turn gave 
it to one of the d’Hautpoul family, ia 
whose hands it has remained ever 
since, or, at least, until recently, when 
the Comtesse ad Fiautpoul presented it 
to Mr. Sharp, the United States am-
